Cape G irardeau office, answ ered 
questions. 
The ruling th a t a 
w orker 
is 
eligible for com pensation if he has 
w orked three w eeks 
un d er

stressed. 
Em ployers 
w ere 
also inform ed of the circum stances 
th a t m ade w orkers eligible if they 
becam e unem ployed through

No m oney is kept in 
the account, but it is m aintained 
for a fu tu re tax record.

ployer continues to pay until his 
am ount is 15 per cent

account goes below the 15 per cent 
again.

states, succeeds A ubrey W illiam s, 
w ho recently becam e A dm inistra­ 
tor of the N ational Y outh A dm in­ 
istration. 


W hen 1300 persons, farm laborers and their 'fam ilies, 
form ed 
tattered bands last w eek and pitched squatters’ cam ps along South­ 
east M issouri highw ays, th eir leaders claim ed they w ere victim s of a 
w holesale eviction wave th at sw ept over this section of the cotton 
country. They .were represented as hom eless casuals, bereft of shelter 
and livelihood because the governm ent’s crop control program had in ­ 
fluenced landow ners to kick them out. 
A creage cultivation had been 
drastically curtailed, and farm ow ners w anted m axim um subsidies for 
their land. 
To prevent sharecroppers getting p art of 
these 
federal 
bounties, property ow ners w ere accused of casting their share farm ers 
w antonly adrift. 
Investigation has proved these claim s a fraud. 
The “sharecrop­ 
p er” m ass dem onstration now appears a cruel hoax on the public and 
a m iserable exploitation of poor farm w orkers. 
A G lobe-D em ocrat staff correspondent after m aking careful su r­ 
vey of the eviction charges and conditions surrounding the “sh are­ 
croppers’ exodus” reported from Sikeston: 


Investigation in the counties most seriously affected— 
M ississippi, New M adrid and Pemiscot-—indicated th e ro ad ­ 
side protest was instigated by agitators of the Southern T en­ 
ant F arm ers’ Union, w ho prom ised squatters the governm ent 
w ould give them each 40 acres of ground, tools, a hom e and 
a “dug” well. 
W hile some eviction notices w ere sent out, there had been 
no general intention or effort to force tenants from farm s. 
C ourt records of New M adrid County showed not a single 
eviction suit filed; court records of Mississippi C ounty show ­ 
ed only one eviction suit w hich has not been tried. 
It has long been custom ary in this locality to distrib u te 
eviction notices at the end of each year, 
so 
unsatisfactory 
w orkers can be elim inated later. 
Such a practice does not 
m ean a m ajority of ten an ts receiving such notices w ill be 
evicted. 
A heavy percentage of protesters were non-residents who 
cam e to the country to pick cotton during the harvest. These 
are n either sharecroppers nor tenants. 
A pproxim ately 15 per cent of the “hom eless sharecrop­ 
p ers” w ere said by landow ners to have already signed farm ing 
contracts for the next year. 
Am ong the roadside cam pers 
w ere eight fam ilies from C harleston, who had never 
been 
sharecroppers but lived in the tow n. 
A Negro preacher, w ho led the dem onstration, is an o r­ 
ganizer for the T enant F arm ers’ Union and 
received 
in ­ 
structions regarding the roadside camps from H. L. M itchell 
of New York, national secretary of the union. 


A fter sifting the situation for undistorted facts, the sorry parade 
of farm laborers seem s unquestionably to have been planned 
and 
carried out by a group of am bitious union prom oters w ho m ustered 
th eir follow ing by prom ises of ex travagant largess from the govern­ 
m ent. 
And they had little regard for truth. Their representations to 
the public and to th e ir pitiful recruits w ere garbled. C apital was m ade 
of the federal resettlem ent project at La Forge near by, 
w here 
100 
sharecroppers have been given hom es, im plem enst and ground to farm 
on a long-term paym ent plan. 
Less fortunate neighbors 
naturally 
w ant the sam e. 
The plight of sharecroppers in cotton and tobacco areas is and has 
been for generations a b itter and increasingly distressing problem . Any 
reasonable m ethods of m eeting the conditions is to be w arm ly 
em ­ 
braced. 
But bootless agitation such as this artifical dem onstration is 
both subversive and tragic. 
It fires dangerous class hatreds and ex ­ 
ploits the unfortunate by building im possible visions of a sharecrop­ 
p ers’s U topia.—St. Louis G lobe-D em ocrat.

Tents of blankets, ta r­ 
paulin and quilts have been erect­

to get w hat they w ant.

A protest against the distortion 
of facts in the defunct sharecrop­ 
per dem onstration by the St. Louis 
Post-D ispatch w as m ade Tuesday 
in a letter 
from

Sikeston 
C ham ber of C om m erce to the St. 
Louis C ham ber of C om m erce in 
a letter giving the local view point 
on the situation. Copies 
of 
the 
letter w ere sent T hursday to the 
P ost-D ispatch and its 
St. Louis 
contem poraries, th e G lobe-D em o­ 
crat and S tar-T im es. 
The letter 
says: 
“U ndoubtedly you 
have 
been 
reading about the “exodus” of the 
sharecroppers of this district 
to 
the highw ays and 
their 
subse­ 
quent rem oval by order of 
the 
State H ealth D epartm ent. 
M uch 
of the publicity has been very u n ­ 
favorable, p articularly the items 
in the Post-D ispatch and the Star, 
although I have not read any of 
the latter. 
The G lobe-D em ocrat 
has printed the facts in th e case. 
“O ur tow n and district has a l­ 
w ays prom ptly 
and 
adequately 
taken care of any em ergency en ­ 
tailing suffering am ong u n fo rtu n ­ 
ate people, eith er black or w hite. 
This is attested by 
our 
opening 
our churches, schools and hom es 
for th e flood victim s o f 1937. 
We 
are still ready to help 
th e 
u n ­ 
fortunate, but not those, although 
they have our sym pathy for being 
m isguided, w ho have deliberately 
left th eir hom e through organiza­ 
tion and incitem ent by C. I. O. or 
any other labor organization. 
“A ny inadequancy th a t m ay ex ­ 
ist in the incom e of the sharecrop­ 
pers is p rim arily as a resu lt of the 
governm ent’s plan of crop cu rta il­ 
m ent, but our sharecroppers us­ 
ually are taken care of 
by 
the 
ren ters and landow ners—at least, 
they have been u ndisturbed 
by 
th eir plane of living u ntil offered 
som ething fantastic as w as done in 
the instance in question. 
“O ur local papers tried to 
re ­ 
port th e tru e facts but the new s in 
som e instances has been distorted. 
The accusation has been m ade, the 
tru th of w hich I can not personal­ 
ly atest, th a t a rep o rter of 
the 
Post-D ispatch sat 
in on one or 
m ore of the m eetings w hen the 
sharecroppers w ere being org an ­ 
ized. 
The Post-D ispatch has news 
item s w hich m ay not be intended, 
but have the appearance of being 
w ritten by one of the organization 
of th e C. I. O., although th a t has 
n ever been m entioned by nam e 
in its colum ns. 
“It is supposed we could send 
rep o rters 
into 
St. Louis, 
take 
pictures of your tenem ent district,

Rib chops, with the ends of the

Somewhat larger than these are 
the chops cut from the loin. 
English lamb chops are cut dou­ 
ble thick across 
the 
undivided 
loin. 
These chops are excellent 
for the dinner party. 
From the shoulder are cut very 
delicious chops which contain a 
small 
am ount 
of 
bone. 
Then 
there are boneless chops from the 
shoulder. 
The shoulder may be 
boned and rolled and 
attractive 
chops cut from it. 
Another kind 
is the Saratoga 
chops, which are m ade by fash­ 
ioning the 
under 
cut 
shoulder, 
with ribs and vertebrae removed, 
into a tight roll. 
Skewers 
are 
placed through the center of the 
roll, and the chops are m ade 
by 
slicing between each skewer. 
Quite the new est kind of lamb 
chops, and among the most 
eco­ 
nomical, 
are 
lamb 
“choplets,” 
which are m ade from lamb breast, 
have the m eat retailer remove the 
breast bone. 
Cut a pocket from 
the end of the breast 
and 
stuff 
very tightly with ground 
lamb.

These choplets m ay be braised 
or broiled. To braise them, brown

TO BROIL LAMB CHOPS 


For broiling lam b chops, have 
the broiler oven pre-heated. Place 
the chops at a sufficient distance 
from the source of heat so that 
by the time one side of the chop 
is browned, it is cooked half way 
through. 
With the heat 
turned 
high, this m eans that there should 
be a distance of about three inches 
between top of 
m eat 
and 
the 
source of heat. 
Season the chops 
and turn. 
When the other side is 
browned, the chops are ready to 
be served. 


SEASONINGS 


For still further variety in lamb 
chops, vary the seasoning rather 
than the cut. 
For instance, after 
broiling, spread the chops with a 
horseradish cream m ade by sea­ 
soning whipped cream with pre­ 
pared horseradish.

Court records of New M adrid County showed not a single 
eviction suit filed; court records of Mississippi County show­ 
ed only one eviction suit which has not been tried. 
It has long been custom ary in this locality to distribute 
eviction notices at the end of each year, 
so 
unsatisfactory 
workers can be elim inated later. 
Such a practice does not 
mean a m ajority of tenants receiving such notices will be 
evicted. 
A heavy percentage of protesters were non-residents who 
came to the country to pick cotton during the harvest. These 
are neither sharecroppers nor tenants. 
Approximately 15 per cent of the “homeless sharecrop­ 
pers” were said by landowners to have already signed farm ing 
contracts for the next year. 
Among the roadside campers 
were eight families from Charleston, who had never 
been 
sharecroppers but lived in the town. 
A Negro preacher, who led the demonstration, is an or­ 
ganizer for the Tenant Farm ers’ Union and

After sifting the situation for undistorted facts, the sorry parade

Lamb Chops 


When you select lamb chops for 
your luncheon or dinner, you are 
sure of fine flavored, tender, easily 
cooked meat, which is the reason 
lamb chops go on being popular 
season after season. 
But not all hom em akers real­ 
ize that there is variety in lamb 
chops. 
It will be an advantage to 
the hom em aker to become fam iliar 
with the several cuts which may 
be broiled, says Inez S. Willson, 
home economist. 
Because all portions of the lamb 
carcass are tender and Ctm suc­ 
cessfully be broiled, chops con be 
cut from 
various sections—from 
the rib, from the loin and 
from 
the shoulder. 
Rib and loin 
chops 
are 
best 
known and therefore most in de­ 
mand, but the shoulder chops are 
very fine; and the thrifty 
house­ 
wife will find it worth while to get 
acquainted with them. 
Rib chops, with the ends of the 
bones 
Frenched, 
are 
especially 
popular 
for 
luncheon 
parties. 
Somewhat larger than these are 
the chops cut from the loin. 
English lamb chops are cut dou­ 
ble thick across 
the 
undivided 
loin. 
These chops are excellent 
for the dinner party. 
From the shoulder are cut very 
delicious chops which contain a 
small 
am ount 
of 
bone. 
Then 
there are boneless chops from the 
shoulder. 
The shoulder may be 
boned and rolled and 
attractive 
chops cut from it. 
Another kind 
is the Saratoga 
chops, which are made by fash­ 
ioning the 
under 
cut 
shoulder, 
with ribs and vertebrae removed, 
into a tight roll. 
Skewers 
are 
placed through the center of the 
roll, and the chops are made 
by 
slicing between each skewer. 
Quite the new est kind of lamb 
chops, and am ong the m ost 
eco­ 
nomical, 
are 
lamb 
“choplets,” 
which are m ade from lamb breast, 
have the m eat retailer rem ove the 
breast bone. 
Cut a pocket from 
the end of the breast 
and 
stuff 
very tightly with ground 
lamb. 
Chill thoroughly. 
Slice 
between 
the ribs to m ake individual serv­ 
ings. 
These choplets m ay be braised 
or broiled. To braise them , brown 
them in hot fat on 
both 
sides, 
season and add Vi cup w ater. Cov­ 
er tightly and let sim m er about 45 
minutes. 


TO BROIL LAMB CHOPS 


For broiling lamb chops, have 
the broiler oven pre-heated. Place 
the chops at a sufficient distance 
from the source of heat so that 
by the tim e one side of the chop 
is browned, it is cooked half way 
through. 
With the heat 
turned 
high, this m eans that there should 
be a distance of about three inches 
between top of 
m eat 
and 
the 
source of heat. 
Season the chops 
and turn. 
When the other side is 
browned, the chops are ready to 
be served. 


SEASONINGS 


For still further variety in lamb 
chops, vary the seasoning rath er 
than the cut. 
For instance, after 
broiling, spread the chops with a 
horseradish cream m ade by sea­ 
soning whipped cream with pre- 
p.ired horseradish. 
Or as a 
different 
seasoning, 
spread the chops w ith tart cu r­ 
rant jelly just before the broiling 
is completed and return them to , 
the broiling oven for long enough J 
to melt the jelly.
